The liberty-pole at Oceoquan, which has
occasioned sach serions alarm to the ner
vous citizens of Virginia has been removed
and order reigns ot Oceoquan. The his-
tory of the pole is somewhat interesiing.
It scems thut even in Virginia there are
Republicans who were so totally depraved
s to raise on the Fourth of July, s liberty
pole to bear nloft the names of Lincolu &

Hamlin.  Aod they did raise it, moreover

celebratiog the oecasion by speeches, There
stood the pole aod there floated the flag,
an emblem of terror to the chivalryy of
Virgioia. Tlhey met at Brentville “some-
time about last Court,” as the aceount
somewhat indelinitely says, and sgreed thut
the flag wasan insult to Virgivia and should
come down on Friday the 2Tth inst.
